The new issues include: 

(1 ) in claim 1 , changing "the turning point of the S-curve is disposed in the lower 
third of the tread block height" to -the curvature of the S-curve continuously changes in 
accordance with an exponential function y(t) along an entire length of the S-curve-; 

(2) in claim 5, adding "at t=0"; 

(3) the combination of the above noted amended claim 1 and new claim 16; 

(4) adding new claims 18 and 19 without canceling claims 7 and 8; 

(5) adding new claims 17 and 20-25 so as to depend on claim 5.
